Don Florestan, hated by the prison governor, has disappeared 
from the world. Florestan's wife, suspecting the truth, and in 
disguise, secures a post as assistant to the jailer Rocco. She 
learns that her husband is in fact alive and in the deepest 
dungeon. Meanwhile, impressed by "his" charm, Rocco's 
daughter, Marcellina, falls in love with Fidelio, who is unable 
to disclose that she is Leonora, for fear of prejudicing the 
intended rescue. 


Scene 2 


As Don Ferrando, the King's minister, is about to inspect the 
prison, Pizzaro, in alarm, decides to do away with Florestan, 
his enemy, beforehand. Fidelio, in despair, learns of the plot. 
She hopes to get a message to her husband when he is led 
out with the other prisoners for exercise, but he does not 
appear with them and she is ordered with Rocco to dig a 
grave. 


ACT 2 — Scene 1 


Fidelio has succeeded in penetrating to Florestan's dungeon 
where, weak from hardship, she gives him food, and he does 
not recognise her. Pizzaro rushes into the dungeon to slay 
Florestan, but is prevented by Fidelio, who discloses her true 
identity. As trumpets announce the approach of the minister, 
they are in each other's arms.
